THE SEAMY SIDE OF WAR. 

A. E. R. Robinson, of Winnipeg, and 
o? the Strathcona Horse, writes to his 
father from the hospital at Stander- 
ton,. Transvaal, under date of July 
20th, giving an account of the affair 
in which Jenkins, of Red Deer, was 
killed and also of the one in which 
\itred Daykin, of Lacombe, and four 
oAer Sittrathconas were captured. 
Robinson was wounded in the latter 
fifair. The letter appears in the 
Winnipeg Tribune, o° Sept. 5th: 

Standerton, July 20. 


Dear Father—I have now plenty of 
time: to.ayrite. I am in the field’ hos- 
pital <a!  Standerton. The last 
letter I wrote was at Newcastle and 
1 have cot had time to write’ since 
—kept on the jump. We left and 
marched up through Laing’s Nek—it 
is a deadly looking trap. We = gal- 
losed through it im about three hours. 
‘Iwe: thousand, Beers closed in the Nek 
afte: we had passed through, but 
they were too lite. We joined Bul- 
ler that night at Sandspruit, about 
2 o'clock. This was our second day's 
march from Newrastle. The next day 
we matched from Sandspruit to Paar 
dekop, aud thin to Standerton, 


Just belorve we came to Standerton, 
the >trathcoaas were advance guard, 
the right wing came in touch with the 
Lozrs in a valley. We wheeled irto 
them and fought for about 4 hours, 
when the Bo:crs retreated. We pra- 
pared to have dinner along a creek 
where water was handy. ~When we 
were nicely started we were ,called 
out again.: We made for a high ridge 
and engaged the \Boers and drove 
them back again about five miles. 
Ned Sabine, Webb, Mac. McLellan and 
I were left. as a jicket so the Boers 
could not pass in on the troops while 
they hunted for our dead and wound- 
ed. The Boers opened fire cn us but 

i not . rt anyone, »sCaptain Howard 
and “Shorty” Hobson were captured 
and a young man named Jenkins was 
Willed. ‘He was fram Red Deer  dis- 
trict, N.W.T., We camped a few miles 
jurther on-and he was buried that 
night, This was our first man shot. 


The next day swe marehed on to 

standerton. ’ 
The Bosrs were taken by 

surprise. When they saw us march- 


ing boldily into the little town, they 
retreated out into the hills, where 
they gave us trouble for some days. 
We cainped here ror about ten days. 
Every day we would ride out along 
the hills and hunt Boers, aud we 
hunted them out of there and did not 
luse a man. Although ‘they would 
sneak up in the night and sheet dowa 
the pickets of other regiments, they 
never caught any ef the Strathconas. 

We lefit Standerton and marched on 
to Greylingstad, where we camped 
and patrolled along the railway and 
hunted the enemy for about two 
weeks, and then started cut one 
morning for a three days’ hunt, work- 
ing a little in the direction oi Stand- 
erton, The iirst day’s march was 
on July 12th. We got into action 
apout noon, \ which only lasted 
four hours and then the 
Boers set the grass oa fire and re

iet me, for he said they Had us solid 
and if I would shoot they would kill 
all of us, I kept under cover and on 
looking to our left saw about seven 
Boers about 150 yards away just in 
the att of guing to fire on us. Sabine 
jumped up, the Boers made signs for 
him to put doiwn his rifle. We all 
got up and foliowed suit, “eo. Dedd 
was lying about 75 ;ards from ‘the 
Boers on his face. We thougbt he was 
dead, but on turni :g him ever found 
thajt he was shot through the ieft hip 
high up and the right thigh. Sabine 
and Daykin carried Dodd in a blanket 
which one of the Boers gave us. They 
took us up toakepje among the 
rocks, ~vyhere we sat down. The Boers 
gathered around us ito have a_ look, 
I took steck of them, too. They strip- 
ped everything off us, and our spurs, 
saying that was just what they 
wanted, and put’ them on. -I saw some 
of ‘them with landoliers full of dum- 
dum bullets—that is a hollow bul- 
let, which when it strikes spreads— 
some with shells dipped in verdegris; 
some with soft-nosed bullets and some 
with explosive bullets, .which are 
dreaded by all the boys—it makes a 
terrible woum!. This was about 10 in 
the morning: About 12 our 4.7 and 
S-inch |! naval’ guns began £& 
throw shells pretty close. The Boers 
moved off the kopje into the valley 
on the other side, They left Dodd 
lying beside an old stone house, They 
hung around the valley until about 
3 in the afternoon, when the shelling 
and rifle fire was mighty hot and 
made them move, They told Do¢d and 
I that they could not take us along 
fon they had! no ambulance with them. 
I (tell you mamy a scheme flashed 
through my mind. ‘They then told 
the beys that couid walk to follow 
them, Ned Sabine, McLeod, Webb, 
Daykin ané the major, I shook hands 
with the boys before they started. 
It was a mighty sad parting, We 
watched them until they were out 
of sight. When we were lying there 
about two hours an old Boer, abaut 
80, came to us from another house in 
the valley with some boiled eggs and 
water. We ate the eggs and drank 
hearly all the water in the pail. We 
were watching for some of our men. 
A short time after the old Boer came 
again with eggs cooked in corn and 
mution, but 
humor for eating. Just before dark 
the old Boer told me he saw, English 
on a kopje; I wrawled aroqund the 
corner of the house and saw, a scout, 
I gave him; the signal with my hat. He 
saw me hut was afraid, to leave his 
gosition ini case I was a Boer, for the 
Boers have been catching on to our 
signals and fooling some of the boys. 
So i got a piece of board and the 
old oer held up my other side and 
I -hobbled toward the kop- 
jes When the scout saw, me trying ‘o 
walk, he came over to us, and thea 
galloped off far our ambulance;” but 
just after the scout had left, about 
200 of the Stratheonas came around the 
valley looking for the missing. Seven 
of our horses were shot dead, and that 
was the Boers’ kick, because they 
did not get them alive. I did \not 
know at the time whether my horse 
had been killed or not, so i left my 
address with a Boer for my glasses 
which I carried in my saddle waliet. 
But I learned afiterwards that [r- 
win, af Manitoba college, Whose horse 
was sbet under bim! caught mine and 
escaped, My horse had several bul- 
let holes in his neck and legs. I saw 
pieces ai his mane cuti off with the 
hullets. Our escage was simply mir 
aculougs. The bullets fell and whizz- 
ed past, us like, a shower of hailstones. 
It is a wonder to me how any of 
us escaped alive: I can only account 


for them missing us from the fact 
that they roust have felt .too sure 
of us. ,Dawney’s horse was shot 


through the head and instantly kill- 
ed, but he camghit Dodd’s borse and 
got away. Those df our men on the 
extreme flank of our Apmrty had d 
better chance to escape than those 
in the centre. As luck would have it, 
we were in the centre, and exposed 
to the Boer rifle fire from thea flanks 
ond their centre. 


Well, our ambulance came and took 
Dodd and me to our camy. We rode in 
that for two days and then we* wer 
sent to Standerton by train, to the 
5th division field hispital, where we 
have the very best of care and every- 
thing a ‘mani could wish for, } ant get- 
ting along fine; can walk around ‘the 
hospital tent with the help of .two 
pticks. (Buller is still hunting the 
same outfit of Boers. ~'Three~ambul- 
ance loads of sick and wounded came 
into the hospital last night, and am- 
ong them was one Strathcona.. 


I have been scouting in flanking 
parties ever sipee we started in the 
lield. Capt. Mackie and all the offi- 
cers I had been scowting ender,came 
to see me and were very kind: ‘They 
wanted to know iff there was any- 
thing they could do. for me. I bas. aj 
long’*conversation with Lord Dun- 
donaid (second in command of Gen. 
Buller’s brigade} abogt the Boers. I 
told him just what I bad seen; four 
big guns, looking to be about fifteen 
pounders, but. he said that they were 
more; one pom-pgm, one Colt’s quick- 
firing gun, ‘two Maxims, and about 
800 to 1,000° Boars, well armed. No 
transport—nothing on wheels ‘but 
big guns, not qven a horse packed 
with more thajn bedding for two or 
three men. Their horses, which look- 
ed like our native horses, ;were all 
x good condy'tion. They usp English 
saddles and Mauser rifles, which I 
think, for lowg distance, are better 
than ours. brut for close range, they de 
not seem ta be much good. They have 
na uniforms, dressed like an outfit of 
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we were notin much! 
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mossbacks, govd, likely looking fel- 
lows, ; 


The nights up here are very cold and 
frosty. It may sound funny to hear 
of frost in the South Transvaal, but 
nevertheless, it is trae, but not along 
the sea coast. This is ,their winter 
searon. The ice in the mornings is 
about as thick asa silver dojlar, and 
just as soon as the sun comes ‘ up 
then a scorching Nheat. The grase 
is dead an{ ddry, just like late fall in 
Manitoba; dry, not a drop Sof rain; 
but we got dur share of +hat in 
marching throvgh Zululand; suchi a 
difference, in marching down from 
the Tugela to Durban we could pick 
oranges and lemons along the road 
side, and a few days afterwards Jand- 
ed here, where there is not «a sign 
of one tree ten fert high; ° nothing 
but hills, valleys and rocks: The 
trains are running regular, bringing 
in provisions, etc., The line is ‘trav- 
elled everyday by soldiers fram one 
station to another, kee “ug our line 
of communication inta : It Jooks 
as if the Boers were losing their held 
in the country. 


I was shot in the thigh, but I fo 
noti suffer very much from it. In the 
hospital we have iron bedsteads with 
springs and matitresses. We get 
fresh eggs three times a week, jam, 
and chicken, good bread, plenty ‘of 
tea and ceffea. In fact IT am _ not 
@articular about leavfng this . hospi- 
tal, only when I am heading for 
home. . Recah Aree

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THE DEVASTATION AT GALVESTON. 

‘Galveston, Texas, the scene of the 
terrible disaster of Sunday, the 9th, 
is situalted on! an island extending east 
and west for 27 miles and is seven 
miles in its greatest wieth north and 
south. Im no part of the city with 
its 68,000 population is it more than 
six feet above the sea ,level. This 
fiati condition not only points te the 
desperate situation of the ‘people at 
suish a time as this, hut their danger 
may be considered emphasizad when 
it is known that exactly where the 
city is built the island is only one 
anda quarter “miles wide, On the bay 
on ‘the north side of the city is the 
commercial section with wharves 
stretching along for nearly two miles 
lined with she@s and iarge storage 
houses. Then in that portion of Galr 
veston there are three elevators, one 
of 1,500,000 bushels capacity, one of 
1,000,000 and the third of 750,000, The 
island from the north side is con- 
nected with the mainland by yailroad 
bridges and the longest wagon bridge 
in the world, nearly two miles in 
length. In 1872 the entire east end 


of the city was swept away by the 
tidal wave (that followed a terrific 
storm that swept the gulf coast for 


three days. \ 

The cause of the disaster whereby 
some three thousand people lost their 
jiives appears to have been a combinat 
‘jon of deluge, hurricane and ‘tidal 
waye, Water was blown over the is- 
lane by the hurricane, the wind blow- 
ing at the rate of 86 miles an hour 
straight from the gulf. The gale was 
a steady one, the head of it stisking 
the city at 5 o’clock in the evening 
and continuing until midnight next 
night, when it abated somewhat,

WILL IT PAY TO HOLD WHEAT. 
Farmere’ Advocate. 

Periodically, the above question con- 
fronts the farmer whose granary bins 
or elevator space is filled with wheat. 
We have in mind cases where wheat- 
growers have made a decided hit by a 
big rise in prices after holding their 
grain for a year or so, but they are 
the exception and not the rule It 
is almost if not impvssible to fore-cast 
with any degree of yaccuracy future 
prices. Great wars have their effect, 
but not so much so Dow as in years 
gone by, owing tc improvements iu the 
preparation, storage and ,transporta- 
tion of food products; Drought and 
rains influence crops, but these . are 
rarely, if ever, universal, so that the 
fiilure of one grain or in one country 
will be offset elsewhere. By Keeping 
thoroughly ‘posted as to crop. condi- 
tions ,jsupply and demand, etc., men 
may caaciude wher it is best ta dispose 
co! their crap, but as a nule the safest 
plan has been selling soon alter thresh- 
ing. If wheat does rat rise, it is de- 
cidedly a losing, game to hold, because 
one must reckon the cost of storage, 
shrinkage (which is considerable un- 
Jess the igraiv{ is very dry), losses frony 
rats and mice, danger from water or 
snow, and insurance to sover risk of 
fire, and interest on the cash value 
of the whenlt locked up, all of which 
would probably require an advance of 
19 oc 15 cenfis per year per bushel to 
make good. In fact, it has been com- 
puted by some that if 60 or 70 cents 
per bushel represented the “bird in the 
hand,” 90 centis or $1.00 would be a 
fair representation of the “bird in the 
bush” one year hence. (With ° these : 
fpiats in mind, if the farmer can af | 
ford to db sb aind feels disposed} #5 
speculnie by holding his crop, why all 
well and, good—iit will be his own fun- 
etal or otherwise, according as prices 
go down ar up.

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THE GALVESTON CATASTROPHE. THE COST OF WAR. CONSERVATIVE CONVENTION. 
A recent despatch from Houston Plaiudealer. 


Texas, says the dreadful fatality of 
Galveston is looking. worse in the face 


of the facts now brought out. Three 
men who reached here tell of so many 
dead bodies being found in a single 


house or yard or ons block, that the 


conclusion is almost irresistible that a 
greater mumber than a_ thousand 
lives have been lost. They tell that 
tweaty or forty, or more, were lost 
by the collapse of a single large 
house, the victims having gathered 
there for safety, but they ara unable 
to say anything about the hundreds 
of small houses that were swept 
away. some vaxant, but many occu- 
pied, without a mark or sign} of a 
memvry to call che lost. 

Minute details are wanting, and no 
list of names approaching complete- 
tess can be had for wecks, and it is 
almost sure the complete list will 
never be found. As time wears al- 
ong, the names of different persons 
with be resalled by those who were 
eeighbors, and they will be set/ down 
in the great ‘death roll that will be 
inade up, buijthose who did not know 
their neighbors names will never be 
called, and the identity of the lost 
wiil pass to eternity without remem- 
brance, 

Galveston and her people are in- 
dustriously devoting themselves to 
relieving the distressed people. Her 
busizess men are losing not a mot 
ment. 

Another despatch says: A scene 
of desolation aod death, not only; at 
Galveston, but at many inland points 
in Texas, is the condition presenied 
as a result of Saitturday’s storm, Con- 
servative estimates of the number of 


dead are between 1,500 and 2,000. 
The property loss will “aggregate 
many millions of dollars, elthough 


no accurate jigures can be given at 
uiresenty ‘Lhe streets of Galveston 
are mostly under water, Wires ara 
in a hopeless tangle and dead bodies 
are thickly strewn among (floating 
debris, Ne complete list cai dead will 
be obtainable until the water recedes 

Harrowing tales of the loss of 
whole iamijies and of many miraicul- 
ous escapes are told by the few sur- 
vivois Who have thus iar reached 
the city. The relief trains, have 
been the only means of communica- 
tioa with sterm swept Galveston and 
deiivuite information as to the pre 
sent situation is scarce. 

The cojjtea and rice crops thraugh- 
out the district devastated by the 
storm gre hardy damaged in many 
viaces and in others totally destroy- 
ed. Reports from Richmond, Letitin, 
end Eagle lake bring additional lists 
a! dead and} property losses and many 
piaces are cut of from all commuani- 
catioa and are yeti to be heard irom, 
The repert from St. Mary's infirm- 
ary, Galveston, shows that only eight 


perscas escaped from the hospital. 
The number of patients and nurses 
could not be ascertained, but the 


number oc ingiaates was seldom under 
a hundred, 

The beach resort of lat. O’Keefe at 
Galveston, known to every visitor to 


Galveston, was alnihilated, not a 
vestige of the building remaining. 
Mrs. O’Keefe was drowned. The 


great bathing pavilion. known as the 
Pagoda, the big pleasure resort known 
ws the Olympia, and Murdock’s bath 
house, were al! swept away int@ the 
gulf. There were few bodies on the 
beach, They had been swept into the 
gulf or drivenj up into rubbish by the 
waves. Only. half a dozen of them 
were in sight from where the workers 
were, 


All the residences which escaped 
destruction~ and the leading hotels 
have been ‘turned into hospitals, 


There is scarcely 2 house left stand; 
ing which does nut contain one or 
two of the dead and many injured, 
The rain began tof pour down in -tcr- 
rents and the resewing party went 
back towards ‘the city. The rain 
added greatly td the general distress. 
Stopping at a smail grocery Storg the 
party found it packed with injured 
clamoring for food, but] the provisions 
in the store had been rtiined. Further 
down the street a restaurant which 
had been submerged in water was 
serving out soggy crackers and 
cheese to the hungry. pies 

Information from the extreme east- 
ern and the extreme western portions 
of the city ‘was difficult tof obtain. 
but the reports received indicate that 
those iwo sections had suffered fully 
as much as the rest of the city. Fif- 
teen men, constituting all that re. 
mained of a company of regular sol- 
diers stationed at/ the beach barracks, 
which were destroyed, were marched 
down Market street, The loss of life 
among the soldiers at the barracks 
must have been fully a hundred.

THROUGH THE KOOTENAY. 

F. A. Riehardson returned Friday 
from the Kootenay having taken out 
and disposed of a cgir of hay and a mix- 
ed car of roots, eggs and meats, at the 
new mining town of Moyie. Moyie is 
one of the coming towns; It already 
hfs a pay ro!l af $27,000 a month. Mr. 
Richardson leaves again for the south 
next week with fowr qurs\,of roots, 
grain and hay, and a car of oats from 
Pincher Creek, North Alberta’s crop 
not being threshed yot. Twa of these 
cars are for Nelson and three for 
Moyie. Never, Mr. Richardson states, 
during all bis travel on thd ©. N. P. 
has there been such an amount ‘of 
traffic as there is at present. The 
system is taxed to its utmost: for not 
an hour passes buti a loaded train goes 
west or a string of empties returns. 
The Kootenay’s are awaking from the 
effects of the eight-hour .law and 
counter mining excitements. 


A seven foot vein of anthracite coal, 
of unknown depth, has been struck at 
Livingstone, twenty miles west of 
Pincher Creek. Machinery is now. on 
the ground for exploiting it. Anoth- 
er coal strike has been made at Bull 
Head, on the summit between ,Bull 
Head lake and the Crow’s Nest. There 
are eight engineers there at present 
laying out a spur track t¢é the mines 
which lie five miles from the main 
line,

CANADIAN NORTHERN. 

Mr. Donald Hendersen, why has 
been on location work for tha Oana- 
dian Northhwest lima Gor. the past five 
months, is in’ the citly, for a few days 
daa viet& to bis family, says the Win+ 
nipeg Free Press. Mr. Henderson 
reports thait ~- the line has . been 
located as far’ as the Pas Mission on 
the Saskatchewan river. That is the 
line heading towards Hudson Bay. 
On the other ‘lines which runs towards 
Prince Albert it has been surveyed 
practically to Prince Albert, although 
this is only ‘the preliminary work. 
The two parties which are surveying 
this line are working well towards 
each other, One started from “half- 
way” and worked on to Prince Albert 
and are now returning; the other 
started from the junction of thd line 
running to the Saskaichewan and 
the line running, to Prince Albert and 
after locating the line to “half-way” 
will there meet the party rejurn- 
ing from Prince Albert. The line 
to ‘Prinke Albert, with which Mr, 
Henderson is better acquainted runs 
through a gobd\ farming and ranching 
country, theavily timbered and well 
watered. The only requirement is 
the opening of the railread to make 
it one of the most desirable districts 
in the Territories.

THE CHINESE SITUATION. 

Sensaittionalism, with an utter dis- 
regard for truth, has been thei prin- 
cipal feature in the reports from China 
sinke tke opening of hostilities, Be- 
ginning with fhe gruesome narrative 
Gf the massacre of4 *he legationists 
with their wives and children, the 
stories have dwindled down to the vajp+

lgw vatiow where they are at, 


it was generally supiposed, that; the 
nominaticn of Mf, R. Bs Bennett by 
Phe Conservaltive conventig¢n ‘ald at 
Calgary in Ju®y, fad, made his candi- 
ature a certainty.

A case of what appears to be suicide, 


and yet self-destruction .under such ‘ Dees 
deed | made of the administration of justice 


pitiful circumstances that the 
sexms justi ied, was dicovered Friday 
at a point twenty-two miles up the 
river, directly opposite Big Island, et 
the home of Carl Gustafsson, a farmer, 
The iirst that was known of the sad 
tragedy was on Friday when a set- 
tler of Stony Plain, named Fleming, 
discovered the dead and disiigured 
boly of the unfortunate man. : 
ing was jooking: for horses and in his 
search about 2 p,m. approached’ Gus- 
infsson’s house. The door was open 
and Fleming entered, and, to his hor- 
rot discovered the body 'ying inside. 
With all speed he sent word to the 
police authorities here and early Sat- 
urday morning Coroner Braithwaite 
with ea jury, set out for the scene of 
the affair. On the arrival of the coron- 
er the boly wes found undisturbed, 
lying inside on ths floor, face up 
ward and feet toward the door, The 
right arty Ipy, at! right angles to the 
boty and the left was bent across his 
breast with the hand clenched. Two 
bullets holes were in the body, one 
through the left hip, breaking the 
thigh bone just at tha joint,—an ex- 
cesdingly painful, though not neces- 
parity fatel wound, The other had 
enured instantancous death. The muz- 
zle of the rifle {had been -placed inside 
ths rictim’s mouth, pointing upwards 
just behind ths front teeth, and in 
that position discharged. The effeet 
was to disfigure the bead and face so 
that recognition was \almost impos- 
sible. A large portion of the skull was 
blosa-yate- ine 

whieh the shooting had been done was 
lying on the dead man’s breast, the 
muzzle pointing over his righit should+ 
er. ijt was a Martin repeating rifle 
of 45 eal. An empty shell was found 
o2 the floor and another was still in 
the barrel. The magazine was charg- 
ed and part of a box of cartridges of 
the same calibre was found) on ‘a shelf 
jnside.. The dead man’s cap wason f& 
bench nearby. He was completely at- 
tired and investigation showed’ that 
both shots had been fired so <lose io 
the body that the clothes and flesh 
wvere burnt by the discharge. When 
se2n by the coroner’s jury he had been 
dead about two days. The body was 
taken out side by the jury, and view- 
ed, and after an investigation of the 
premises was replaced ‘insitieSto be 
brought in to town to-day. The jury 
then returmed to town to sit again 
td-day when one or ,two witnesses, 
friends of the dead man, wilj be ex- 
amined. \ 

Little is known of Gustafsson, He 
lived a quiet and jindustrious life, and 
at the time offhis death was seeming- 
ly in comfortable circumstances. He 
had a pumbenf of head of cattle, some 
farming implements, and a good gard- 
en. Ha was a, Swede, and lived alone, 
being a bachelor sd_far as knowns He 
was about 40 or 45 years old. He took 
up bis homestead in November ijast. 

The jury, consisted of, G. Si~Wor- 
seley, .V. A. Beringer, F. Drysdale, 
J. EKeneeley, Staff-Sergt. Evans, and 
F. F, Tims, foreman. 

fo far the only expla ation of” the 
sad affair is that Gustafsson, while 
handling his rifle, accidentally shot 
himself through the hip. He was far 
from assistance and friends, his near- 
est neighbor being a mile and a half 
gway across the Saskaichewan river. 
Knowing thet he could nat reach as- 
sistance and knowing that his chance 
of being discovered was almost hope 
less—and the pain being unbearable he 
ended his misery at once. This of 
course is mere conjecture, or at best 
deduction, 

The jury this afternoon rendered a 
verdict that Oarl Gustafsson came to 
his death by! wounding himself by aq 
cident in the hip, fracturing the bone, 
and, no help being near he, committed 
suicide by shooting himself jthrough 
the mouth, — is

COMMISSIONER MACRAE RETURNS. 


Treaty Commissioner Macrae and 


farty returned from’ their northern 


trip Fridhty aad leit directly for the 
south side. The commissioner !te{t Ed- 
monton on the 16th of April to pay 


treaty money to those Indizns who had 
accepted treaty last year and to treat 
with the Beavers of Fort St, John and 
a few others bands which were not 
met by the commissioners last sumer 
mer, Treaty was first paid at St. 
John, the route after being to Dun- 
vegan, which was reached ahead of the 
scheduled time and then Lesser Slave 
lake. At this point a large oumber 
af the Sturgeon Indians came ir and 


took treaty. Peace River Crossing 
was the next point, followed by, Ver- 
milion, then Red river, Cuipewyan 
and Fort Smith. ‘At Resolution treaty 
was paid to all the Indians of Great 
Slave lake, the different tribes being 
Deg Ribs, Yellow, Knives, Chipewyans 
and Slaveys. From Great Slave the 
commissioners returned to McMurray, 
Wabiscaw and the Landing. Att Smith 
a large band of Cariboo Eaters came 
in and took' treaty. 


In addition to his other appoint- 
ments Mr. Macrae was also a half 
breed, scrip commissioner, and in this 
capacity received some 175 applications 
for scrip. 

The Beavers at St. John who did not 
take treaty last summer met the com- 
missioner and about one (third took 
fireaty. The others stated that they 
did not need assistance now, but: if 
they were ever in need would call on 
the “White Mo*her” to help them. 

Crops were good at Vermilion, and 
ai Providence the gardens were ex- 
captionally well advanced. 

Throughov+ the entire trip the com- 
missioner did not miss one appoint- 
ment, nor was he behind on any of 
his dates. 

The summer was remarkably try, 


and exceptionally free from mosquit- 
eB. 


The Indians. the commissioner sta: 
tes are well satisfied to have accepted 
treaity and appear happy and content- 
od. The health of the bands, generally 
speaking, was good.

It consist- 
ed of the various grains raised in the 


district -of Manitoba, (Alberta, As- 
sinioia (and Saskatchewan. Thous- 


ands of people visited the exhibit and 
over 50,000 books telling of the four 
above mentioned countries were pass- 
ed, out ta visitors.. This was the' larg- 
est exhibit of grains in sheaf that has 
ever been shown. at any point in Ohio. 
The grains were in bundles, neatiy 
tied, as came from the harvest fields, 
and consisted of the various kinds: of 
oats, barley and other grains, with 
an extensive exhibit of the variaus 
wild and cultivated grasses, 

Toledo and Northwestern Ohiais con- 
siderably interested in tha Alberta dis- 
trict, as close to 60 families from here 
have located in the stownsbips sur- 
rounding beautiful Buffalo lake, about 
midway between Calgary and Edmon- 
ton, and east from Lacombe, at thriv- 
ing little city. Buffalo lake abounds 
in lish and game (and is about 17 miles 
in length by 9 miles in width. This is 
destined to become the home of Ohio- 
ians who are emigrating to the North- 
west, A large delegation will leave 
here early in the spring, accompanied 
by the local agent, Mr. Whitney, who 
will see that they secure the pest, 
The following is told: of the country, by 
one who has just returned from Red 
-Geer, Alberta: : 


Climatic conditions is one of the chief 
considerations of the intending emi- 
grant to a new country. In \times 
gone by, when _ interested - parties 
sougat to exclude immigration from 
this great couatry, for the reson that 
they feared the great fur industryi/ of 
the region would be destryyed, as it 
has really been, by agricaiture, the 
impression was sent abroad that the 
country was a_ wilderness, in which 
enly buffaloes and foxes’ could live, The ; 
talsity of these allegations has now 


been completely demonstrated. The 
climate, as described by ‘those who 
have lived there for years, is very 


agreeable, and is preferred by them 
to the east. Disease is little known; 
epidemics are unheard of there, Spring 
begins about the first of April, In 
some seasons, seeding actually com- 
mences in March. pring is soon fol- 
lowed by summer, when tke growth 
of ail vegetables is almost phenomin- 
al. It is certainly greatev than any- 
thing krown in more sv.therly lati- 
tudes. The sojt maple tree will grow 
tive feet in a single season. Ti-e aut- 
uma season is as Gelightful 1s <an ve 
imagined. It extends in to Nevember, 
snow sometimes not falling uniil late 
ia December. This gives the farmer 
sufficient time to finish his threshing, 
market his thousands of bushels of the 
best wheat grown in the world, and 
to put his land in condition for the 
crop of the following year. 


The winters are by no means dis- 
eomforting. The air is crisp and dry, 
and a temperaiture of 40 degreea be. 
low zero is less uncomfortable in that 
atmosphere than 10 degrees above in 
the moisture-ladien atmosphere of the 
Atlantic Coast. This is the testimony 
of all who have lived in both climates. 
The weather during each season is 
steady, not changeable as in the east. 

No country has an educational sy- 
stem superior to that of Canada, In 
Western Canada, where homes are to 
be found for the millions, the’ schocls 
are about three miles apart in settled 
districts, and they are free, All the 

expenses. including teachers’ salaries, 
are paid by a government grant and 
a general taxation on the land, wheth- 
et occupied or not, within the district. 
The teachers are ail properly certifi- 
cated. COne-eighteenth .part of the 
whole of the “Fertile Belt” from Pem- 
bina to the Saskatchewar and beyond 
is sel. apart for the maintenance of 
schovis—certainly a very liberal and 
Wise [ -ctision. As showing the grow- 
th of + :e country, it may be stated 
that the school population of Manitoba 
in 1671 was about &60. At the pres- 
ant viiung it exceeds 65,000. There 
were 246 teachers in the province. in 
1873. There are now 1,40@, with ad- 
ditional schools being formed in the 
new districts, formed on account of 
the rapid settlement in outiying sec- 
tions. The average salary paid teach- 
ers in rural districts is $368 per year. 
The schools are thoroughly inspected 
at intervals to see that they. are kept 
up to the mark. 

The wheat of Western Canadh is 
well known to be extremely hard, and 
the yield from 30 to 50 fer cent more 
than the States south of the boundary 
iine. Here is an easily explained rea- 
son for this: In winter (the frost 
penetrates the ground to a censider: 
able depth; the sub-soil throughout 
the intense heat of the summer \is 
kept moist by the slow melting of 
these deep frosts. The moisture, as- 
cending toward the surface, nourishes 
the roots of the grain, stimulating 
growth and producing the bountiful 
crops for which this region is now so 
justly famed. Again, the sunshine is 
a little longer just when needed 
when the heads are ripening, there be- 

ing nearly two hours more daylight 
from the middle of June to the first of 
July than in the State of Olio,
